QUESTIONS 

Here are five of the most often 
asked questions about gardening. | 
hope these answers will help you if 


you should have any of these 
questions. 
Question 1. My squash have 


plenty of blooms but no fruit. What’s 
wrong? 

Answer: Squash, cucumber and 
cantaloupe produce both male and 
female flowers. In squash, the male 
flower is produced on a long, slender 
flower stalk about the size of a soda 
straw. The female flower can be 
found on the end of an immature 
fruit. Male flowers pollinate and do 
not bear fruit; only female flowers 
produce fruit. Early in the season, 
some plants will have a lot of male 
flowers and very few female flowers. 
This situation soon corrects itself 
Eventually, you'll have a balance of 
male and female flowers 

Question 2. My tomatoes have 
black spots on the end of each fruit 
How can I correct this problem? 

Answer: Your tomatoes have 
blossom end rot. Blossom end rot is 
thought to be a calcium deficiency 
brought on by drought stress. The 
dark brown spot permanently 
damages the fruit and should be 
removed from the vines. 

Spray the plants twice a week 
with a solution of 4 tablespoons of 
calcium chloride in a gallon of water. 
This offers temporary relief. 

Prevention of this problem 
begins with deep land preparation, 
liming and fertilizing according to 
soil test results. Mulch tomatoes to 
cut down on weed competition and 
water as needed to prevent drought 
stress. 

Question 3. Why 
tomatoes setting fruit? 

Answer: Tomatoes seldom set 
fruit when the night temperatures 
drop below 55 degrees F. or day 
temperatures rise above 75 degree 
F. Tomatoes also set less fruit when 
planted in the shade or when high 
trates of nitrogen are applied. 

It’s best to plant tomatoes in full 
sun and delay sidedressing until the 
first fruit is the vize of a golf ball. 

Question 4. My squash plants 
wilt and die quickly, and I find some 
holes in the stalk near the soil line. 
What's killing my plants? 

Answer: Your problem is the 
squash vine borer. A small wasp- 
like insect lays eggs on the vine near 
the soil line. When the eggs hatch, 
the insects bore into the vine. 
Weekly applications of Sevin, 
Malathion or Rotenone covering all 
of the runners should give control. 
Take time to spray the runners

important for prevention. 

Question 5. Why have my tomato 
plants suddenly lost their leaves? 

Answer: There are a lot of leaf 
diseases that hit tomatoes every 
year. Early blight, late blight, 
septoria leafspot, gray leafspot, gray 
leaf mold and bacterial leafspot are 
some of the more common leaf 
diseases that cause serious leaf loss. 

Prevention is the key to 
protecting tomatoes, Spray tomatoes 
on a to 10 day schedule with 
Maneb, Zineb or Bravo. Start when 
plants are 8 to 10 inches high and 
continue throughout the season. This 
kind of spray program should hold 
most of the foliage and give a long, 
productive tomato season. 


TOMATOES 

Tomatoes are probably the most 
popular vegetable crop that we grow. 
And it is a crop that will pro- 
duce fruit until frost. Last year I 
harvested my last vine ripe tomatoes 
on December 15. 

In order to get this length of 
production, there are certain things 
you need to do to tomatoes such as 
staking, pruning, sidedressing, 
insect and disease control. We have 
an excellent fact sheet on tomato 


production that covers these subjects 
in detail. You can have one of these 
by calling 894-5596. 


PEST CONTROL 
Spraying fruit and nut trees is an 
absolute must for producing 
worm-free fruit. Most fruits are 
subject to attacks by insects and 
diseases. Apples, pears, peaches, 
plums and bunch grapes especially 
require spraying to prevent damage 
by pests. The number of applica- 
tions necessary depends on fruit 
varieties and weather conditions. 
Successful control depends on three 
things: 
1. Using the right kind and amount 
of pesticide. 
2. Spraying at the right time. 
3. Covering the entire plant. 


Usually, 6 to 10 applications are 
needed to get good control. Also, 
special sprays are requied for 
specific insects and diseases such as 
borer control in peaches and plums 
or fire blight control on apples and 
pears. 

To get a free copy of the spray 
schedules you'll need for fruit trees 
around your home, call or come by 
the County Extension Office in New 
Brockton. Ask for Circular ANR-SO, 
‘Spraying Home Orchards.”’

During recent months catfish 
prices have gone up because a lot of 
fish are eaten in the winter and early 
spring. The supply of catfish may be 
limited later in the year. 

Dr. John Jensen, our catfish 
production and marketing specialist, 
will be with us on the 19th of June for 
a meeting. We will decide on the 
time later. If you are interested in

Because of high costs and non- 


availability of materials, some Coffee 
County peanut producers didn't use 


i systemic insecticide at planting to 
thrips. Controlling thrips 
won't guarantee yield increases, but 
it does help the seedlings grow more 
rapidly. Rapid seedling growth is 
desirable, especially when there are 
other unfavorable growing 
onditions. ve 

You can make foliar treatments to 
help peanuts grow off rapidly. For 
these foliar sprays to be effective, 
however, you need to apply them 
within a week or two after the peanut 
plant comes up. 

To control thrips, band either 
one-half pound of Orthene 758 
(active ingredients per acre, or any 
of the labeled formulations of Sevin 

ta half pound of active ingredients 
per acre.) 
WEED CONTROL 
DEMONSTRATIONS 

Five Coffee County farmers are 
conducting a herbicide 
demonstration to learn how to 
control weeds and grasses in 
soybeans. Heavy weed and grass 
infestations severely reduce soybean 
yields. We have problems especially 
with coffee weed, Florida 


beggarweed, and nutgrass

Fortunately, peanut growers 
have a number of excellent over- 
the-top herbicides which can be 
used. Young, tender, fast-growing 
weeds are more easily killed. You 
may have to make more than one 
application of an over-the-top 
material. Early season weed control 
is very important. Do everything you 
can to bring them under control. Call 
me if you have specific problems.

FHA Hears About Child Abuse

Ron Smith and Ms, Joan Barrett 
from the Coffee County Pensions and 
Security Office in Elba spoke to the 
FHA members at the April meeting 
about child abuse. Ms. Barrett is a 
social worker, and Mr. Smith is the 
lirector of Coffee County Pensions 
and Security Office 

Mr. Smith told the group that last 
year there were 28,000 reports of 
hild abuse and neglect in Alabama 
Out of these, 273 were in Coffee 
County 


Ms. Barrett explained that a 
social worker's job is to help children 
and their parents. The Alabama law 
that was established in 1975 
recognizes four areas of child abuse 
and neglect These areas are 
physical abuse, neglect, emotional 
abuse, and sexual abuse. The law 
defines a child as anyone under 18 
years of age. Most studies show that 
parents who abuse were abused 
themselves as children,

the students to let someone know if 
they are being abused or if they

The case of an Enterprise man 
charged possession of child 
pornography, enticing a minor for 
immoral purposes, rape and sodomy, 
spread into Elba last week after it 
was discovered at least one photo- 
graph confiscated in a recent raid 
was made in Elba. 

“We know for a fact that Harry 
Lewis Merton Jr. of Enterprise, who 
has been arrested on numerous sex 
charges, has been in Elba,’’ stated 
Elba Police Chief John Ed White. 

We have at least one picture that 
was made in Elba and we will now 
examine all the material seized to 
find out if any juveniles in Elba took 


with 


part.” 

Elba police officials were busy 
over the weekend examining 
approximately 4,000 slides and 
photographs involving teenagers, 
pre-teens and adults in various 
stages of sexual activity. The 


juveniles were predominantly black 
females, although white children 
were also visible. 

The case originated in mid-May 
when Dothan police arrested 
Merton, age 56, at his house trailer 
in Enterprise. Merton was formerly 
a school teacher at Carver Junior 
High School in Dothan, but was 
dismissed after pornogrpahic 
pictures apparently made at the 
school were found in the trunk of his 
car.

Unemployment Rate Dips To 9.1% In State 


Alabama's unemployment rate 
declined from 10.7 percent in March 
to 9.1 percent in April, according to 
Bill Heatherly director of the 
Alabama Department of Industrial 
Relations The year-ago rate 
measured 10.7 percent. April's rated 
represented 164,400 unemployed, 
compared to 193,100 in March, and 
191.500 a vear ago, and marked the 
first time since December 1980 that 
the state's unemployment rate has 
been out of the double-digit range 


Heatherly added that this month was 
the lowest the unemployment rate 
has been since May 1980, when it 
measured 8.4 percent 

Heatherly attributed the rate 
decline to seasonal increases in 
agricultural employment and recalls 
in the apparel! industry, coupled with 
significant gains in construction, 
trade and services. Manufacturing 
employment advanced 9,300 over the 
month, influenced heavily by the 
recall of 6,500 apparel workers

A former Elba resident who 
pleaded guilty to a drug conspiracy 
charge in federal court received a 
four-year suspended sentence last 
week on the condition he serve a 
six-month sentence at a minimum 
security facility. 

The defendant, Dean Kyle, now a 
resident of Dothan, was _ initially 
indicted on six counts of drug 
smuggling and conspiracy; however, 


five counts were dropped after he 
pleaded guilty to conspiracy to 
possess one kilogram of cocaine with 
intent to distribute. 


United States Attorney John Bell 
stated the sentence was not the one 
recommended by his office and said 
the ‘‘lenient’’ sentence was 
apparently based on Kyle's coopera- 
tion with authorities. 


Three Elba Men Plead Not 
Guilty To Federal Drug Charges 


Three Elba men indicted recently 

-by a federal grand jury on a variety 

of drug charges all pleaded not guilty 

last week during arraignment 
proceedings in federal court. 

The local men, along with three 
others indicted, will all go to trial the 
week of July 15 in federal court in 
Dothan. 

The Elba men scheduled for trial 
include Robert Ross, charged with 
conspiring in 1983 to possess 10-20 
pounds of marijuana with intent to 
distribute; two counts of possession 
of marijuana and using a telephone 
to facilitate commission of a drug 
offense; Mike Bullard, charged with 
conspiracy in 1983 with possession of 


two-five ounces of cocaine with 
intent to distribute, conspiracy in 
October, 1983, to possess one-two 
ounces of cocaine with intent to 
distribute, and possession of one-two 
ounces of cocaine; and Shane 
Bullard, who faces the same charges 
as his brother, plus using a tele- 
phone to facilitate the commission of 
a drug offense. 


If convicted of all charges, Ross 
faces a maximum fine of $105,000 
and 23 years in prison; Mike Bullard 
faces a maximum fine of $75,000 and 
45. years in prison, and Shane 
Bullard faces a maximum fine of 
$135,000 and 53 years in prison.
